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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way 
as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Claim 4 recites "means for adjusting the distance 
between the screen basket and the debris extraction arm". However, there 
appears to be no description in the specification of what this structure is 
suppose to represent. Clarification and/or correction are required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over any one of Nasse (US 4582603) or Koller (US 5728297) 
or Eimer (US 4904397) or DE 3829360 further in view of Lynch (US 
5587074) or Maclsaac (US 2066479). The four primary references are 
directed toward cooling water filters having a backwash arm (debris 
extractor arm) for removing debris from an inline conical filter. In Nasse 
'603 see fig. 2/2A, in Eimer '397 see fig. 6, in Koller '297, see fig. 1, in DE 
'360 see fig. 1 . The two secondary patents to Lynch '074 and Maclsaac 
'479 disclose a backwash arm with a desirably curved inlet to facilitate the 
smooth operation of the backwash arm. To modify the backwash arm inlets 
to have the desirable curved inlets as taught by either one of Lynch '074 or 
Maclsaac '479 would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
